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PREFACE 

This  report  summarizes  available  Federal  milk  order  sales  data  to  show  the  kind 
and  quantities  of  fluid  milk  products  sold;  the  size  and  type  of  containers  used, 
whether  paper  or  glass;  and  wholesale  and  retail  distribution. 

The  data  were  obtained  from  market  administrators  of  Federal  milk  orders  which 
now  regulate  the  handling  of  milk  in  82  marketing  areas  throughout  the  country.   This 
is  the  first  time  such  milk  order  data  have  been  summarized  and  brought  together. 
Complete  information  on  a  uniform  basis  could  not  be  included  for  all  markets,  however, 
because  all  of  the  Federal  milk  order  records  did  not  contain  all  of  the  special  data 
needed.  More  complete  information  will  be  available  for  future  reports. 

The  tables  in  this  publication  contain  sales  data  as  follows  for  regulated  han- 
dlers for  November  1962: 

Products.   Sales  data  are  she  - n  for  product  groups  rather  than  for  all  of  the 
different  fluid  milk  products.   Plain  and  flavored  whole  milk  products  comprise  the 
major  group,  accounting  for  about  90  percent  of  total  fluid  sales.   Skim  milk  products 
make  up  the  next  largest  group,  which  includes  plain  and  fortified  skim  milk,  skim 
milk  drinks,  and  buttermilk.   Cream  sales  are  combined  for  light,  heavy,  and  sour 
cream.   Sales  of  milk  and  cream  mixtures  ("half-and-half")  are  reported  as  "mixtures." 
Total  fluid  sales  represent  combined  sales  of  the  four  groups  of  products. 

Container  Size  and  Type.   Quantities  are  shown  for  products  sold  in  each  of  the 
following  sizes  of  containers:   gallons,  quarts,  pints,  half  pints,  other  and  bulk. 
Sales  in  units  smaller  than  one  gallon,  other  than  those  specified,  are  included 
in  "other." 

Sales  in  glass  containers  and  sales  in  paper  containers  are  shown  separately. 
Also  shown  are  bulk  sales  which  include  sales  in  units  larger  than  one  gallon,  sales 
in  dispenser  units,  etc. 

Method  of  Distribution.   Sales  are  divided  into  retail  and  wholesale.   Generally, 
for  purposes  of  this  study,  retail  was  defined  as  "home  delivered";  wholesale,  as 
"other  than  home  delivered"  represents  sales  to  stores,  restaurants,  institutions,  etc. 


SUMMARY 

Complete  data  were  available  for  29  markets,  and  are  summarized  in  table  1. 

Products.   In  these  markets ,  sales  of  whole  milk  were  about  88  percent  of  total 
fluid  sales;  skim  milk  represented  nearly  10  percent  of  the  total;  mixtures,  about 
2  percent;  and  cream,  less  than  1  percent. 

Container  Size  and  Type.   Over  half  of  the  whole  milk  and  skim  milk  products 
was  sold  in  half-gallon  containers,  while  over  half  of  the  mixtures  was  in  pints,  and 
over  half  of  the  cream  products  was  sold  in  half  pints. 

Sixty-four  percent  of  whole  milk  products  was  sold  in  paper  containers,  as  was 
77  percent  of  the  skim  milk  products,  and  89  percent  of  mixtures  and  cream  products. 

Method  of  Distribution.   About  75  percent  of  whole  milk  and  65  percent  of  skim 
milk  was  sold  through  wholesale  outlets.   Over  85  percent  of  the  cream  and  81  percent 
of  mixtures  was  disposed  of  through  wholesale  outlets. 

Complete  information  for  whole  milk  was  reported  for  41  markets,  the  29  mentioned 
above  and  12  additional  markets.   Data  are  shown  for  each  of  these  markets  in  table  2. 

Less  complete  information  was  reported  by  still  other  markets,  and  is  reported 
in  tables  3,  4,  5,  and  6.
